I poll its face tho proposition seems 
reasonable. 
W hy should not a legisla­ 
tive body have the power to bring a 
m easure to a vote? 
Why should one 
man or a group of men have the power 
to hold up a session of congress, defeat 
im portant legislation, unless tin* con­ 
tent ions 
for 
which 
they 
stand 
are 
granted? 
Why, a dozen unansw erable proposi­ 
tions of th a t character con la* pre­ 
sented. 
Then why not cloture? 


Because There Is a Remedy. 
T h e real an sw e r to all the u n an sw er­ 
able questions Is that there Is a rem e 
dy and th a t filibusters kill m ore bud 
legislation th an good legislation. 
A successful filibuster m ust have tile 
support of public opinion. 
T b u t does 
not apply to a filibuster started a few 
days liefer** a congress ends, but d u r ­ 
ing a long session of congress. 
Tin* rem edy for a filibuster which 1s 
not supported by public opinion and 
which kills ii m easure In a short ses­ 
sion when th e term of a congress ends 
Is tin* Im m ediate call of an extra ses­ 
sion of congress. 
If public opinion fa 
vors the legislation It will pass. for 
then* can Is* tw o years of contritions 
session and a vote forced. 


W h a t Is Feared. 
One thing which opponents of clo­ 
ture fear is th a t a m ajority m ay some 
tim e force unreasonable and unjust 
legislation. 
T h at has been attem pted. 
There Is a large clement In tin* w est­ 
ern states which fears conservation 
legislation, believed to be detrim ental 
to its interests. 
There have been prop­ 
ositions Iii regard to postage rntes for 
new spapers aud periodicals which pub­ 
lishers thought w ere unjust, nm! many 
other instances could be cited. 
it is the fear that at some time some 
thing will lie put over. 


Topics For Talk. 
T he senate lins topics Lu* talk In the 
question of revising the rules w heth­ 
er the senate is a continuous body, 
w hether the senate can transact logia 
l a th e business.
